THE KUKLUX BILL,

THE SAN DOMINGO REPORT. 

The report of the San Domingo Commis- 
siouers 18 not yet completed, but will be ina 
few days. Itis learned that, contrary to the 
general smpreesion, the Commision will re- 
port simply on the enquiries authorized by 
Congress, and will be silent on the question 
of anpexation, thus leaving the subject for 
future Executive or Congressional action on 
th facts contained in the report.

CURIOUS LAND SPECULATIONS. 
WaSHINGTON, March 27.—A curious cir- 
cumstence has been brought to light, which 
it is understood will be made the subject ol 
Copgressiona! investigation: It appears the 
State of Alabama is entitled to several thou- 
saud acres of agricultural land scrip under the 
acte of Congress, and that .

Some tew weeks ago Goy- 
ernor Lindsay, of Alabama, received a 
comm unicatiou from a gentleman 
in QObio charging the existence of a 
eoL egy for the withholding of this scrip, by 
which Alabama 5 percent. bonds were to be 
depreciated inf Wall street to 60 cents on the 
collar, then bought up by interested parties, 
and, under a State law, exchanged at par rates 
for tbis scrip. As a consequence, an exami- 
nation in this matter was had, . uuaer the aus- 
pices of Gov. Lindsay, of Aiabama, and @ Dack- 
age of scrip is said to have been discovered in 
the Lara Office, all made out, but indorsed 
on the envelope as, withheld by d rection of 
Senator Warver. The writer ofthe warning 
letter from Ohio charged that ex-(7ov. Smith 
ard Senaior Warner were interested in this 
stcck-jobbipg conspiracy, Itis said ex-Com- 
missioner Wilson Knows al! about the affair, 
and will no doubt make some curious revela- 
tions of this and other !and jobs. 

THE NEW KUKLUX BILL. 

Six Republican members of the House 
special committee on the President’s message 
uvanimously agree that some iegisiation for 
the euppreerion of lawlessness in tLe South 
is imperative. It 18, therefore, proposed to 
report a bill to-day or to-morrow, and the 
committee bave instructed Mr. Shellabarger 
to prepare a craft of one for consideration at 
their meeting to-day. This bill, which is 
already completed, will be simple aud at the 
same lime comprebecsive, aud will be found- 
ed, principally, on existing laws providing 
for their app ‘Heation to the present contin- 
gercies, The third acd last section, which is 

ibe mostimportant featare of the "bill, pro- 
vides that when domestic violence and dis- 
orcers sba)l exist in any State, and the same 
shall be caused by armed and organized bands 
combired to commit euch acts, too strong to be 
-uppressed by the State authorities, or when 
such authorities, by reason of being in com- 
pheity or sympatuy with such organized 
bands. do not repress such disorders, then 
the President shall, without waiting ‘to be 
called upon by the Governor or Legislature of 
such State, iseue his proclamation ordering 
the disbanding of such armed and organized 
bands, and be shall have power and it shall be 
bis duty to use the army and navy of the 
United States to suppress euch disorders, and 
arrest the organized bards causing them. It 
provides, also, that in pursuance of sucb duty 
be may declare the disaffected district in in- 
ee prociaim martial law, suspend the 
writ of habeas corpus therein, ad proceed to 
ibe suppression of violence, and the punish- 
ment of the offending persoxvs. This section also 
embraces the provisions embodied in the 
Sbellabarger bill, that when offenses punish- 
able under this act are >egun in one of the 
United States Judicial Districts, and com- 
pleted in anotwer, every such offense shail ve 
regarded as committed in either district, and 
may be inquired into, tried, and dealt with 
the same as if wholly ‘committed in said dia- 
trict. The operations of this section are, by 
iis terms, lmited to the 1st of June, 1572.

BEN WADE’S PERIL. 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—Secretary Robe- 
sop has written a letter to Rear Admiral Lee, 
in which hesays: ‘I berewith enclose a copy 
of a letter which purports to have been ad- 
dressed on the 24th day of February last, by 
the cfficer commanding the Tennessee to 
Hon. Ben F. Wade, chairman of the Commis- 
gion sent to San Domingo on that vessel. I 
bave thought it right to correct the unfounded 
ideas therein contained through you, the 
commander of the fleet in those waters, You 
will perceive that in this letter the 
writer assumes, im eff-ct, that 
if any ‘TEOD connected with 
the commission were taken prisoner by the 
opponents of the Dominican Government 
Within their lines he would bein reakty a spy, 
and might, under the rules of civilized war- 
fare, be treated as such, because the United 
States, in the opinion of the writer, through 
orders of its Executive to naval vessels there, 
has chosen to take partion the iuternal con- 
flicts of the Dominican Republic. This state- 
ment is unfounded in factand inferences.

PeThe 1 Texas prairies have some level hog- 
wallow ditches, but are mostly rolling, and 
grow constantly more so until you reach the 
Colorado, which is the dividing line between 
them and the plains. There is a thick stratum 
of limestone under the E mesge every where, 
cropping out along the ea of the streams, 
and containing many fossils. This lime in 
the soil accounts for the excellent crops of 
wheat whieh the Texans get, even with their 
slovenly system of culture; and cotton is not 
much grown on the p e. On the castern 
prairies there are no trees, except in the nar- 
row depressions along the borders of stream-:; 
but as you go west, the groves of squatty 
post-oak cover a third of the soil, but so 
thinkly that they are fall of rauk, bluish 
grees, called post-oak grass. 

Tue famous mesquit grass (the common 
variety, for there are five kinds), grows chiefly 
ov the richest river bottoms, mlterspersed 
with mesquit bu-bes.

Many of them have these terraces or steps 
almost as regular as the Pyramids of Cholula, 
They seem to have been once little islands tn 
a lake, which. falling by degrees, washed 
these benches on their slopes. 

The people on the Western prairies live in 
log hovees, usually planted under immense 
live oaks becidea epring. They plaster the 
chinks with limestocre mortar, which the | 
slanting rains pick out in a season, making 
the houses all look whitish. R:awhide serves 
for pails aad it aciews, chair-boitoms, oded- 
steads, 

These W esterao prairies are subject to ter 
rible storms of rain and hail. { onc? saw 
flattish, disc like stones, some of which just 
neatly fitted in a quart cup, and which, slung 
far down out of hcaven upon the bard prairie, 
bourded fifteen feet into the air.

The Pecos, at Horsehead Crossing, is prob. 
ebly the most hideous and the most dism il 
river opearth. It is justlike a canal, only 
three or four rode wide,ard rushes swiftly 
in is writhing channe! right through the 
plain, without any trees along ita shores. 

All its baoks are whitened with 
the ghastiy sk pe of cattle, 
for even the coyote and the raven, those foul- 
est of all foul ereawres, oc sickened aod 


af.er 
c oes ns the Staked Plain, seventy- five miles 
without water, rushed into the pools of crys- 
tal alkali, and drank until they fell dead in 
their tracks, orelse plunged beadloog into 
the du mal *bloed red river, and were swept 
down by hundreds ino its swift and treacher- 
ous swirl When we ieft the Pecos at last, 
tweive boundred head from our drove alone 
lay «ead along its loathsome banks, or fed 
their festering flesh to its waves. 
APACHE MOUNTAINS. 

This range is about ove dmnodred and fifty 
miles wide, but consists only of low sierras or 
chaive flung together in au ivex ricavle maze, 
with a kind of backbone in the middle, three 
or four thousand feet high Most of these 
ridgea are naked :ock, jooking lke rusty 
i:op, with a few small live oaks and mouotaiu 
cedars caugbt in cleafts and ravines. But the 
little narrow valleys between are often delight- 
fully green and fresh with grass, even when 
the great plains below are odioug aa death. 
Fort Davis is tucked away in front of a litle 
lake, with a green sttripof prairie between, 
honeyeombea with prairie dogs, and right be- 
hing ita gray granite wali, towerivg almost a 
thousand feet perpendicular, 

There ts @ most admirabie natural provis- 
ion for a railroad pass, to-wit: a valley or 
strip of plsio, twenty mules long by five wide, 
let rigbt down across the backbone of the 
mountain. Ono each side of the range there 
is a cenon, leadirg up to this valley by an 
casy grade, so thay the cars (if this, Fort Da- 
vie route, is selected) will pot bave to ascend 
more than a thousand feet, all the while in 
the bottom of a ravine, which is sometimes 

walled with perpendicular, basalt-like pal:- 
sades a@hundred feet high, like the Giant's 
Causeway. 

At Fort Davis, which is as high as the rail- 
road will ascend, we saw sweet potato gar- 
dens, aud the scattered adobe houses which 
conrtitute the fort are shaded by a delightful 
grove of cotton woods. 

But the descent from Fort Davis to the Rio 
Grande (a huodred miles) is turough a serics 
of valleys of enormous width,twenty or thirty 
mules, rimmed ed such low sierras that they 
= not pean from the heat, aad are about 
like the Staked Plain. We nearly rished in 
the Agua del go Valley for lack of water 
and _—_ tumely shower of rain was all that saeed 
our lives 

Yet the soil in these wide valleys, at least in 
those near Fort Davis, is exceedingly ried. 
The cactus bash grows with a stalk fi‘tcen 
inches in diameter, and its yellow or apple- 
red flowers load the sweltering air with a 
heavy, sickish sweetness, The canteloupe 
grows wild in the Agua del Meurto, but inde- 
ecribably tough aud bitter. 

These enormous valleys are joiuted or 
notched into each other in a sipguiar mapver, 
and at various angles, and each one, as you 
go down toward the Rio Grande, is poorer 
than the last, until at last thereia rothiay 
but gravel, The beat aud the drouth bere are 
very great. 

THE VALLEY OF ONIONS. 


The valley of the Rio Grande well deserves 
to be called that, on account of ite immense, 
siivery, swegt Ovions, unequaled in the world. 
[he 11Ver bottoms vary from half a mile to 
thiee miles in width, bordered with sloping 
deserts of gravel, and are ofa copperish red- 
dish color, inexbaustibly fertile, bat reqairing 
to be wtrigated. There are occasionally 
groves Of vast spreading cottonwoods near 
ibe river, and thickets of the screw-pod mes- 
qui', together with plenty of common mes- 
quit out on the desert, furcishing beans for 
the goats; but there is almost no graas. 

Up about El Paso it is wooderful how thick 
the Mexicans live on these mere slices of bot- 
tom land; and their faces are all plamp and 
sbivy, showing good living. El Paso is near- 
ly seven miles lovg, but principally one very 
straggling street. Pear trees grow toaao 
epormous size, but the fruit is small and 
puckery; likewise apples. But the wheat and 
ovions make up for everything else. Tuey 
also produce wine from the black Sacorco 
grapes, which is quite palatable but beady. 

But that which continually astonished me 
was the multitude of the inhabitants in these 
long, straggling villages. They could not ali 
pocsibly live on the products of these mere 
etrips of bottoms, cultivated in their misera- 
bly shiitless manver,if it were not for their 
flocks of goats. When a railroad is put 
through bere, and men cowe into the posses- 
sion of these river lands along the Rio 
Grande (for they are always certain of a sup- 
vly ot water for irrgation, and above El Paso 
in New Mexico, they are broader) they wil, 
support a dense population. 

Ard even these broad borders of dezert be- 
tween them and the Sierras, useless as they 
now seem, Will support many thousends of 
sheep, or ’ better still, Angora goats. The 
mesrguit 8 keep on growiag and ripening 
neariy all summer, yielding a rich, sweetish 
pulp Mke cider pumice; and when they ripen 
they are oily,aud are ground up by the Indi- 
— aud made into panada. 

A species of lucerne called alpalpa can be 
mown four or five times a ycar, and is very 
fattening forcattle. An American on these 
Rio Graude bottoms sold $1,200 from a sin- 
gle acre of this grass during One scason, sup- 
plying a stage-line. 

TIMBER, ETC, 

But Isece I must reserve the remainder o 
the description for another letter, aud I will 
only add a remark or two concerning the 
probable sources of supply for ties, fuel, &c., 
through Texas, Between Red river aud the 
Sabine, in Eastern Texas, there are extensive 
belts of pine forests, which have never been 
riddled. ‘The trees are all tall and comly, 
unlike all sorts of oak in Texas, which seem 
to be sensitive to the terrible northers which 
blow there occasional'y, and are zonsequent- 
ly equatty. Then all the uplands of Louis- 
ians, between the Washita aud Hed river, are 
full of lusty pines, except here and there, 
where some planter has slashed them down 
around him fora little space. 

There are plenty of post-oaks in Texas, as 
ar west as the lorado, bat most of them 
would furnish only two or three cuts of ties, 
= pretty knotty at that. Then for two 
undred miles,as [ have said before, there 
‘e not a tree, nor a bush, thicker than two 
inches. The Apache mountains will furnish 
pleuty of fuel, and ay toward Ei Paso are said 
tobe covered on the highest summits with 
fine forests of pine. 
So then, to sum up: Between Vicksburg 
nd El Paco there is Only a space of two hun- 
dred miles where fuel will not be found close 
t hand; and even on these plains, especially 
sivas the Pecos, a vast deal of mesquit roots 
could be grabbed up at no greatexpens@, At 
almost any of the forts along the road you 
may see enormous ricks of these roots, which 

ave been grubbed by Mexican peons, and 
which the officers often prefer to the bodies 


, 


| and bravches of such trees a2 grow out there. 


They make admirable fuel. 
Secondly, ties will have to be carried west- 
ward from Marshall and the Sabioe, as the 


| road advances, to supply most of the ‘line for 


a distance of say, five hundred miles. At a 


| point that distance west of Marshal! [ think 
wee will, probably, find it cheaper to bring 


them eastward from the Apache Mountains 
about El Peso, say one hundred and fifty 
miles. Atany rate, a8 soon as the Rio Grande 
valley is reached, i think uo more tics will 
have to be transported westward, and that the 

Apache acd Oregon Mountains will furnish a 
supply for about ore hundred-and fifty miles, 
eenerally not over thirty miles distant. T here 
are cottonwoods enough along the Rio Grande 
to lay the track, but it would oe a pity to des- 
stroy them. The Mexicans are very raving of 

em.

Already we know It from 
the State Department. Rear Admiral Poor, under 
date of February 12, 1870, reports to the Navy 
Devartment his achievement. After announcing 
that the Severn, witban armament of fourteen 
Q-ipch guns and ove 60-pounder rifle, ard the 
Dictator, with an armament of two 15-inch guns, 
arrived at Port au Prince February, 1870, be nar- 
rates his cali on the Provisional Pre-ident of 
Hayti, and how, after commu ting the pend- 
deney of pegotiations and the determination of 
the Government of the United States,

WAS JOHN GILBERT INSANE? 


The two dsys’ arcument of Colonel Atwood 
for the contestants in the Gilbert wil! case, 
was concluded yesterday afternoon at three 
o'clock. After reading over fifty authorities 
substantiating his position, Colonel Atwood 
entered upon a careful and forcible review of 
the facts in this case. He shifted the burden 
ef proof to the shoulders of the propounders 
of the will, by holding that. where in- 
capacity was proven to have existed 
priorto making the will by the testator, the 
weight of the proof fell upon the proponents, 
They must then rebut the presumption of in- 
sanity, which continues until the contrary is 
established. And where there isa settled, a 
morbia aversion to one’s children proven, it 
devolved on the other side to show that such 
aversion had ceased to exist. 
Under the old common law it was sup- 
posed to be sufficient if one making a 
“remembered” the natural 
heirs, Hence, a parent most eff»ctually 
to disinberit a child, could not pass 
him by entirely, for if he did it wae evidence 
that he didnot remember him, but must leave 
him somevbing, however smal! the bequest, to 
make the will hold. From this originated the 
eustom of “cutting one off with a shilling,” 
and not “without a shilling,’’ as it is some- 
times quoted, to. indicatea ‘‘sound and dis- 
posing mind and memory.” But the spirit of 
our law was different. It does not require 
atestator @ be a “lunatic” before his will 
shall be disturbed; it is enough if partial in- 
sanity is proven. It will not do simply to 
“remember” the mghtfu) heir, but the law re- 
quires him to have a rational sense of his ob- 
ligations toward that heir. 
The speaker would first inquire as to 
whether tue tusanity of the testator were her- 
editary, and eecondly, as to the physical 
causes, if any, which produced insanity—those 
well-known causes which produce a change 
in the mind, comparing the testator with him- 
self. HKefore the atteck of apoplexy, which 
changed the whole course and tenor of John 
Gilbert's affections, he was kind aud tender 
asahnsband and father. After that be be 
came a rover, a rake, a wanderer ffom 
Kentucky to Indiana, from Louisville 
to New Orleans—always with Joan Rosell, 
she sleeping With him iu the same room, and 
following him like a shadow. His wife be- 
came the most unhappy womanin the world, 
from one of the bappiest and lightest-heart- 
ed. Jobn Gilbert became a hater of men, of 
his wife and children. He ewore time and 
agein that everybody was after his money. 
All men were thieves, and all women proati- 
tutes. He declared to his reighbors that Dr. 
Letcher wanted to kill him that he might get 
his money. This ablé and honorable physi- 
cian was denounced as a rogue, a robber. He 
cursed his son Heury for being a “*D—d 
stinking Abolitionis,’’ when it was well known 
that Henry Gilbert was a Seuthern man 
in sympathy. All this, say the physicians, 
arose from a diseased—an ijnsane—state of 
mind. At one time John Gilbert boughta 
load of corn, and sent bis wagon for it, and, 
when afterward approached on the subject by 
the man Of whom he puichased it, persisted 
thatro suth transection ever occurred. At 
last, however, all of a sudden, he exclaimed 
hike a lunatic, in a lucid interval, ‘By G—d,'I 
believe l rememberit! My God, 1am going 
I am not Jobn Gilbert, but a dead 


His wife had bruises on her face from'blows 

inflicted by her insane husband. Letitia, bis 
youngest daughter, had stated that when her 
mother eccused him of intimacy with Joan 
Rosell, he beat her severely. When once ap- 
plied to for a loan, he said he had no money, 
but was expecting #400,000 from away off 
yonder, somewhere; he did not state how. 
At this announcement there was a peculiar 
glare in his eye, denoting insanity. He said 
the “d—d Yankees had robbed him.” He 
said bis mind was affected, and that Joan must 
sleep in the same room. with him, as it was a 
necessity. He gave various accounts of his 
escape from Lexington—at one time saying 
the Yankees were after him, at another the 
guerillas. One time a son of General Breck- 
inridge gave him notice to leave, and then 
his son Henry. To some he told 
that.he escaped at night in Joan’s clothes, 
going by way of Georgetown to Indiana; and 
again he alleged he came off by daylight, and 
that his children’s mistreatment of him was 
the cause. He said they wanted him to die 
before his time that they might get his.mon- 
ey, but “d—n them, they shouldn’t have it, 
as he intended to give it to bis negroes, for 
they,had helped to make it.’’ He said he had 
given Henry $10,000 to set up a shoe store in 
Lexington. when it was notin proof that he 
ever gave him that amount. He accused his 
son Jim of nrarrying a negro, and bis favorite 
daughter, Letitia, of inchastity, and with 
havirg married a gambler. 
All bw conduct, said Mr. AtwooJ, was con- 
trary to nature—to the impulses of a sane 
mind. If his Honor were to conceive a eud- 
den batred of his children, he would think 
him insane. The matter of mistreatment by 
his cbh.idren-wasasheer delusion to which 
Joan Rosell contributed for the purpose of 
driving them from home and usurping their 
riguis. Their presence made him furious, 
especially that of his hitherto favorite daugh- 
ter, Letitia. She once weat to visit him 
while sick, and Joan made him drive her off, 
saying to nim one day in the garden, ‘‘You 
go in, (il starther!’’ If she could influence 
him as to one, she could as to all. She 
‘‘nursed bis wrath to keep it warm’’ for him, 
that she might get his money. Even the un- 
natural aversion followed bim to bis grave, 
till he refueed to be buried near his children. 
Nothing but a mind diseased—a réason de- 
throned—brought about these things. 


Mr. Bartlett, the execator, had said he felt 
oppressed by the burden of his executorship 
—had spoken of the load which was pressing 
upon him. Col A thought he might bave 
easily escaped this burden. To him it 
seemed a common sense of decency (secing 
the family disagreements which annoyed him 
80 much) would have prompted him to retire 
from intermeddling with the matters, instead 
of thrusting himself into their midst. 

Col. Atwood argued the case at great 

length and with signal ability, covering the 
whole ground of ineanity—of Joan Rosell’s 

undue influence over him, and making 
throughout many happy illustrations and for- 
cible points. The argument will be resumed 
this morning by Major Davis, on the other 
side.

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SHOT tH THE BACK: 
The Tragedy thet a < Oceurred at Pine 


A shooting affair, which doubtless resuited 
in the death of Col. Hiram Roberts, occurred 
at Pine Hill station, about one hundred and 
thirt}-four miles from Louisville, on the 
Knosville braneh road, yesterday. The par- 
ticulars are not fully kcown, as the affiir oc- 
curred just as the train coming this way 
arrived at the station,and our informants were 
the passengers. It seems, however, that 
there has been a long-standing fend between 
Roberte and a young man named L. 8. Jones, 
keeper of the station. Roberts had several 
times assaulted Jones, who was the weaker, 
and had a few days previous drewn a pistol 
and threatened his life. 

Yesterday morning Roberts and Jones 
were both on the platform when the train ar- 
rived, Jones with the mail-bag in his havd 
and Roberts waiting to getaboard. Those 
wko saw the shooting say that Roberts was 
standing about four feet off with his back to 
Jones, when the latter drew a large deringer 
and fired, shooting the former through and 
through. It was just as the train stopped, 
and Roberts, on receiving the shot, stepped or 
rather steggered, and fell into the beggage- 
car. Jones deliberately handed the mail-bag 
to the egent and thetrain moved off, taking 
Roberts along. He was found to have been 
shot near the center of the baek, and the 
hole was a_ terribly large and jagged one. 
He was spitting blood profusely and 
ssid that he was killed. He at first asked to 
be taken to his mother, who lives at Green 
Sulphur Station, which is some distance this 
side of Pine Hill, but when the train arrived 
at Mount Vernon he said he was unsble to go 
further, and they put him off there, where it 
is supposed he died shortly after. 

Roberts seid he was surprised that Jone: 
would shoot him in the back, and was not ex- 
pectirg a hostile meeting. Jones is repre- 
sented to be an honorabie and respected young 
map, and it is believed he must have had 
some ummediate provocation for the terrible 
deed. Roberta was on the point of 
leaving that section of the 
country, where it is said he made himself dis- 
agreeable and disreputable by bia noisy and 
efleusive manner. His father, Solomon Rob- 
erts, lives at Gum Sulphur station, and is a 
peaceable and respectable citizen. They 
were both yuupg mes, Jones being about 
twenty-two y¢ars of age and Roberts twenty- 
six.
